COMMITTEE REPORT 


ANNEXATION ORDINANCE NO. X-72-12-10 


After reviewing the Annexation Report, it is the opinion of this 
Committee that the area proposed for annexation by Bill No. 

X-72-12-10 substantially meets the criteria for annexation as 
follows : 

1. THE AREA PROPOSED FOR ANNEXATION MUST HAVE AT LEAST ONE-EIGHTH 
(1/8) OR 12% OF ITS AGGREGATE EXTERNAL BOUNDARIES COINCIDE WITH 
THE BOUNDARIES OF THE ANNEXING CITY: 

This area is contiguous to the city on its eastern boundary for 
a distance of approximately 4,015 feet of its total perimeter 
length of approximately 22,871 feet or 17%. 

2. THE AREA PROPOSED FOR ANNEXATION MUST HAVE A UNITY OF INTEREST 
WITH THE MUNICIPALITY: 

A large percentage of the residents in the area have municipal 
services at the present time. Also, most of the people in the 
area work and shop within the City of Fort Wayne. Because of 
this felt unity of interest, they have petitioned the city to 
be annexed. 

3. THE ADVANTAGES TO THE AREA PROPOSED ANNEXATION MUST QUTWEIGHT 
THE DISADVANTAGES; 

Residents of the area would experience an increase in taxes. 

The increase in city services, however, would far exceed the 
increase in taxes. 

4. THE ADVANTAGES TO THE CITY MUST OUTWEIGHT THE DISADVANTAGES; 

The city would continue to realize a normal, active growth. 

It would also benefit from the acquisition of land suitable 
for industrial development and the increased jobs and taxes 
that normally result. 

5. THE DEFICIT OF INCOME AGAINST EXPENSE TO THE CITY MUST NOT BE 
UNREASONABLE; 

While there are deficits during the first few years of develop- 
ment (this is to be expected) , the total net to the city if 
revenue over cost is $429,000 over a ten year period. 

6. THE CITY HAS DEVELOPED A FISCAL PLAN TO FURNISH THE TERRITORY 
WITHIN A PERIOD OF THREE (3) YEARS, GOVERNMENTAL AND PROPRIETARY 
SERVICES; 

At the present time, this area is not being serviced by city 
water or city sewer, but will be within the three year period.

Police and fire protection, road maintenance, garbage collection, 
etc. , will commence upon annexation. 

7. THAT THE RESIDENT POPULATION IS EQUAL TO AT LEAST THREE (3) 
PERSONS PER ACRE, OR THAT THE LAND IS ZONED FOR COMMERCIAL, 
BUSINESS OR INDUSTRIAL USES, OR THAT SIXTY PERCENT (60%) OF 
THE LAND IS SUBDIVIDED. 

At the present time 98% of this is zoned for industrial uses. 

8. THE CITY MUST DESIRE TO ANNEX THE AREA; 

This area represents a normal, logical extension of the city, 
and has the potential for absorbing needed industrial growth. 

Based upon the above, it is the finding of the Committee that the 
area proposed for annexation by Bill No. X-72-12-10 substantially 
meets the criteria for annexation. In addition, the residents of 
the area did petition the city to be annexed, and, therefore, this 
bill should be returned to the Common Council with the recommenda- 
tion that it DO PASS. It is further recommended that this ordinance 
be enacted so as to become effective as soon as possible, and that 
the indicated portion of Dalman Road be deleted from this ordinance.

At the regular meeting of the Common Council held December 5, 1972, 
the proposed ordinance annexing territioy to the city of Fort Wayne 
was introduced and referred to the Committee on Annexation.

I BASIC DATA 

A. LOCATION : 

Generally located as follows, south of Orchard Ridge Country 
Club, west of State Road #3, north of Baer Field Airport and 
east of Smith Road. 


B. SIZE : 

Approximately 638 acres or .99 square miles. 

C. POPULATION: 


Using the 1970 census tract figures for the area a factor of 
3.2 persons per housing unit was derived, so the estimated 
population of this area is approximately 29 persons.

Low density residential with a small protion of commercial 
at the north west and south west corners of Dalman Road 
and State Road 3. (Baer Road) 

URBAN SERVICES 

A. WATER : 

Presently there is adequate water in the area. Before full 
development of this tract can occur however, several off- 
site extensions must be constructed at an estimated cost of 
$225,000. In addition, on-site lines will be required as 
the development proceeds. Depending upon the scope of the 
development, oversizing costs to the City may be incurred. 

B. SEWERS : 

1. Sanitary - An existing 27-inch sanitary sewer on the 
east side of the Fairfield (Harber) Ditch is adequate 
to serve the proposed area. Since the western edge of 
the proposed development is at a lower elevation and 
drains west into the Little Wabash water shed, the Fair- 
field Ditch Interceptor should extend west along the 
natural drain to State Road 3. The extimated cost of 
this extension is $180,000. An alternative would be the 
installation of lift stations and/or oversizing of the 
on-site system. Maintenance and operation is estimated 
to cost $4,000 per year, however, and this alternative 
should be avoided if at all possible. In summary, to 
provide adequate sanitary sewer service on off-site 
cost of approximately $180,000 is anticipated. 

2. Storm - Subject area has been reviewed by William Sweet, 
County Surveyor. In his review, he has set forth certain 
design requirements including retention ponds, etc. 

(These requirements must be satisfied and provisions must 
be made as part of the development to provide funds for 
the annual maintenance of these ponds.) 

C. STREETS § ROADS : 

Minimun street improvements required to satisfy the traffic 
needs generated by this development and follow the long- 
range transportation study are as follows: 

Dalman Road is a gravel surface totally inadequate to support 
the type of development proposed. In addition, to provide 
adequate access in compliance with the Master Transportation 
Plan, Ardmore should be extended as noted herein. 

A. Extend Ardmore Avenue for Lower Huntington to Tillman 

with a design of a 120-foot right of way, pavement cross 
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section of two (2) 24-foot lanes with 16-foot divider 
median and 11-foot shoulders and side ditches. 

B. Access off State Road 3 to Ardmore Avenue. 

C. Improvement of Dalman Road from Smith Road to Ardmore 
Extended-right-of-way to a width of 150 feet with a 
pavement cross section of two (2) 24-foot lanes with 
16-foot divider median and 11-foot shoulders and side 
ditches . 

It was pointed out that a portion of "A" (extension of 
Ardmore) lies outside of the subject area, and, there- 
fore, is off-site. It is estimated this off-site section 
will cost approximately $250,000. In addition, it is 
extimated the on-site improvements will cost approximately 
$600,000. 

In summary, it is noted approximately $850,000 will be 
required to provide adequate access and traffic flow to 
the project. It should be noted that additional streets 
and roads within the development will be required as on- 
site facilities. 

Maintenance: The average cost to provide this service 

is $2,100.00 per mile. This area contains approximately 
1.5 miles of street with an annual maintenance cost of 
$3,150.00. 

D. POLICE PROTECTION : 

On the basis of one (1) officer per 500 persons, it 
would cost approximately $16,666.00 to provide service 
to this area. 

E. FIRE PROTECTION : 

The following report was submitted by Thomas A. Heckman, 
Fire Chief, "We have studied the proposed annexation and 
feel there would be no additional costs to our department 
provided we extend service from our existing facilities." 

F. STREET LIGHTING : 

To furnish street lighting for the annexation of Dalman 
Road will require lighting Dalman Road, Smith Road and 
State Road #3 with 62-175 watt fixtures, wood poles, and 
overhead wiring. Estimated cost is $13,020. 

G. TRAFFIC CONTROL : 

The following report was submitted by Walt Stout, 

Traffic Engineer. 

A study was made of the proposed annexation area re- 
garding the up of existing traffic control signs and 
for additional signs that were deemed necessary for 
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future traffic control improvement. It was found that 
14 traffic signs and posts would be needed at a cost of 
$323.43. 

H. GARBAGE COLLECTION : 

Under the terms of the present contract, the cost for 
garbage collection in this area would be $156.90 per 
year. This figure is based on 9 dewlling units in the 
area at a cost of $17.77 per unit. 

I. SCHOOLS : 

This area is served by the Fort Wayne Community Schools. 

J. ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS : 

Included in this category are several departments of the 
municipality which provides various services, not measur- 
able in terms of dollars and cents. 

Examples are: 

City Park Board, Traffic Engineering, Civil Defense, Human 
Relations Commission, Building Departments, Urban Renewal, 
Board of Health, Planning, Humane Shelter, and smaller 
departments such as the Traffic Sign Shop. 

The cost to these department of the proposed annexation is 
difficult to determine since the services provided by these 
departments are of a more general city-wide nature. Conse- 
quently, no estimate is given concerning the cost to these 
departments. However, all of these services would be avail- 
able immediately to the area upon annexation to the City. 

In fact, some of the services are probably already being 
utilized by the residents of this area, even though they are 
outside of the Corporate Limits. 

There are other municipal administrative costs which cannot 
be directly related to the size or demand of an area. These 
costs include such things as the Mayor's Office, City Council, 
Attorney's Office, City Clerk, Board of Public Works, and 
City Controller. 

K . SUMMARY 


Development and services go hand in hand. To be truly 
efficient and effective one should not outstrip the other. 
Services provided too far ahead of development and in- 
creased revenue is a waste of the taxpayers dollar while 
development before adequate services are available can be 
just as inefficient a use of private dollars. Both must 
work together if the whole community is to benefit. 

For this reason, we have balanced the increased revenue to 
the city due to development against the increases capital 
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and operational expenses of necessary public services . 

This is necessary since it tabes a while for any develop- 
ment to reach, its full revenue generating potential. Because 
of this, the provisions of necessary public investment and services 
will be spread, over a period of time. Past history of similar 
developments in Fort Wayne indicate that full development should be 
reached in ten years. While the operating costs remain virtually 
unchanged, we have prorated the capital expenditures over a ten year 
period, this gives a much truer picture of the rate at which 
public dollars will actually be spent in this area. 

Ill DEVELOPMENT f REVENUE 

By comparing this area to similar areas in Fort Wayne it has been 
estimated that the full development potential of the area will be 
reached in approximately ten. years. The rate of this development 
will add. on the average, approximately $1,800,000 to the assessed 
value each year after the 3rd year allowing for initial statutes of 
development. Starting with a base of $84,760 and a tax receipt of 
$3,144 per annum, this area should reach a total assessed valuation of 
approximately $12,700,000 within ten years. At the present tax rate 
this means a revenue totaling $471,170 per annum. 

Generally, revenues come from several sources, but the City can expect 
no cigarette tax, alcoholic gallonage tax, or gasoline tax from 
this area until 1980. The only revenue derived from this area will 
be through the property tax.

Attached for your review are city quarter section maps at 1" = 100' scale 
showing (in green) the proposed city limits as described by a description 
prepared by Kast. The map shows also the dimensions in accordance with 
the description (call), compared with scaled dimensions. 


Some differences are minor; however, we question the following points in 
particular: 


(1) The point of beginning indicates 20 feet of right of way along 
the east side of Smith Road. Our research cannot verify this. 

We have found that the Auditor's office has on file a petition 
to make Dalman Road a 50 ft. right of way. However, this was 
never acted upon by the County Commissioner. 

(2) On line 15 of the attached description, the call is for a 
distance of 1870.42 feet "more or less", our scaled measurement 
indicates 2235 ft., a difference of 364.58 ft. Although the 
intent is clear, to go to a point on the south line of Section 33, 
it is difficult to account for this tremendous variance. This 
discrepancy alone would make it impossible to close this traverse.
